The Prophet (pbh) said, "The most common thing which leads 
people to Paradise is (1) taqwa (piety) or fear of Allah and (2) good 
conduct , and the most common thing which leads people to the 

Hell Fire is the mouth and the private parts." [Tirmidhi]. 
Since the paradise has most of the people who have taqwa in them, 

I will give explanation of Taqwa, and who are "Al-Muttaqiin " 

(believing and pious people), Al-muttaqun are the people who are 
from mominoun. What is Taqwa? (Self control, holdback, restraint, 
self discipline etc, for more detailed explanation of Taqwa please 
see pagel 0) "Surely those of taqwa shall be in the midst of Gardens 
and fountains." [Surah 15:45] [see also Surah 9/111, 2/82] 5 



Paradise: There is Nothing Like It "No person knows what is kept 
hidden for them of joy, as a reward for what they used to do." ( 32:17) 
Who is the first person to enter in the Paradise? (Think! Has 
anyone told you or did you read anywhere?) Anas b. Malik (RA) 
reported: The Messenger of Allah may peace be upon him) said: I 
will come to the gate of Paradise on the Day of Resurrection, and 
would seek its opening, and the keeper would say: Who are you?
